Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I  herewith  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1970. 

Dr.  P.  A.  Y.  Narayanan  resigned  from  his  post  as  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  at  the  end  of  May,  after  seven  years  with  the 
Authority. 

There  has  been  a  further  increase  in  population  this  year,  as 
was  the  case  last  year. 

The  Birth  Rate  has  also  increased  this  year  compared  to  a 
slight  decrease  in  1969. 

The  Death  Rate  of  9-6  per  thousand  population  is  a  decrease 
compared  to  last  year’s  figure,  but  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  shows 
an  increase,  although  it  still  compares  favourably  with  that  for 
England  and  Wales. 

There  have  been  no  serious  outbreaks  of  any  of  the  notifiable 
diseases. 

Although  there  have  been  periods  of  difficulty  in  manning  the 
Meals  on  Wheels  service,  it  has  continued  satisfactorily,  as  have  the 
two  Luncheon  Clubs  operating  in  the  district. 

The  voluntary  workers  and  all  involved  are  to  be  highly 
commended  for  their  efforts  and  continued  interest  in  these 
essential  services.' 

I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  General  Practitioners 
in  the  District,  the  Hospital  Consultants,  and  Dr.  Crone  and  his 
staff  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  their  continued  help  and 
co-operation. 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Council,  the  Chief  Officers  and  members  of  staff 
for  their  help  and  support.

The  Registrar  General  reports  that  after  correction  for  outward 
and  inward  transfers,  213  residents  of  the  Washington  area  died 
during  1970,  being  114  males  and  99  females. 

Locally-compiled  figures  show  that  there  were  92  deaths 
registered  as  having  occurred  within  the  district,  being  55  males 
and  37  females. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-one  persons,  being  59  males  and 
62  females,  normally  resident  in  the  district,  died  outside  the  area. 
There  were,  therefore,  121  inward  transfers. 

Of  the  121  residents  who  died  outside  the  area,  117  died  in 
hospital,  2  in  a  private  home,  1  by  drowning  and  1  in  a  motor 
vehicle  accident. 

The  Death  Rate  for  1970,  corrected  for  outward  and  inward 
transfers  and  including  deaths  from  all  causes  and  at  all  ages,  was 
9-6  for  Washington  Urban  District,  compared  with  10*6  in  1969. 

In  order  to  compare  the  local  figure  with  that  for  England  and 
Wales,  the  former  must  be  multiplied  by  a  comparability  factor  of 
1-36,  giving  a  Death  Rate  for  Washington  of  13T,  whilst  that  for 
England  and  Wales  is  11*7. 


Total  Deaths  under  Five  Years  (corrected  locally) 

During  1970,  8  children,  being  3  males  and  5  females,  died 
before  attaining  the  age  of  five  years,  this  being  the  same  total  as 
in  1969. 

Therefore,  3-75  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths  were  of  children 
under  five  years  of  age,  as  compared  with  3*44  per  cent,  in  1969.

Water  Supply 

The  supply  of  water  to  the  Urban  District  is  controlled  by  the 
Sunderland  and  South  Shields  Water  Company.  Water  is  supplied 
throughout  the  entire  district  from  the  Company’s  Derwent  Pipe¬ 
line. 

The  supply  to  the  area  is  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

The  water  does  not  appear  to  have  a  plumbo  solvent  action. 

Samples  of  mains  supply  water  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  during  the  year  were  found  to  be  satisfactory,  there 
being  no  evidence  of  contamination. 

The  fluoride  content  of  the  water  has  varied  from  0*45  to  0-5 
p.p.m. 

All  the  dwelling  houses  within  the  Urban  District  are  supplied 
from  public  mains  as  follows : —

Examination  of  a  typical  sample  of  water  from  the  Derwent 
Pipeline  showed  that  the  water  was  of  a  slightly  alkaline  nature  and 
total  hardness  was  expressed  as  55-4  parts  per  million. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

The  sewage  of  the  district  is  discharged  into  the  River  Wear  at 
three  points:  one  near  Barmston  Forge  and  two  at  Washington 
Staithes.  The  waste  matter  at  Barmston  only  is  treated  at  the  new 
sewage  disposal  works,  which  were  commissioned  during  last  year, 
before  being  allowed  to  flow  into  the  river.  The  laying  of  new 
sewers  is  continuing  throughout  the  district  to  cater  for  New  Town 
development.

No  unfavourable  reports  on  the  condition  of  the  various  water¬ 
courses  throughout  the  district  were  received  during  the  past  year.

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Scrap  Metal  Dealers  Act,  1964 


Under  the  provisions  of  the  above  Act  every  local  authority  is 
required  to  maintain  a  register  of  persons  carrying  on  business  in 
their  area  as  scrap  metal  dealers.
